Interview Summary 

An interview was conducted on 12 July 2006 over the telephone with Vincent Lai, Fritz

Mr. Lammes correctly pointed out objection to Drawings was correct and thus corrected 
amendments to the specification will be submitted. 

Interview focused on how the claims should be structured to overcome 35 U.S.C. 101 
rejections. Submitted proposed amendment to claim 1 would mirror those of claims 8 
and 15 in an attempt to overcome non-statutory status of claims. Discussed also was 
amendments to 15-21 to explicitly state computer programs were written on computer 
readable recordable-type media. 

Proposed amendments to overcome 35 U.S.C. 1 12 rejections were discussed orally 
and appear to indeed overcome rejections. Withdrawal will be considered once 
amended claims have been submitted and reviewed. 

Mr. Lammes further defined limitations in claim 1, which may require further search and 
reconsideration. Subject matter will be reviewed once amended claims have been 
submitted.
